Another feature of the development of 
artificial waterway imprevements is the work 
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the United States is now doing in canalizing 


the upper reaches of the Cape Fear river in 
North Carolina. That is a very rich country. 
and even in the days when flat-bottom stern 
wheelers transported the various products of 
the pine forests from Fayetteville and vari 
ous landings on the Cape Fear river to Wij]- 
mington and the sea, a heavy traffic was fur- 
nished by these resOurces and the flat-boat 
transportation of them. With the canalizing 
of the Cape Fear river above Fayetteville, a 
large and very rich region of North Carolina 
will be furnished convenient waterway 
transportation facilities.
